It was noted. further that “since 
then no case of the disease has been 
reported.” 

From this report from Ponoka, it 
is obvious that pasteurization is a 
means of eliminating undulant fever 
—a disease the seriousness of which 
is not revealed in available statistics 
because of diagnostic difficulties, 
Undulant fever is a disease which 
does not show characteristic symp- 
toms, ; 
_ Nevertheless, undulant fever’s toll 
canbe cut through use of pasteuriz- 
ed milk, just as it has been proven 
that use of pasteurized milk has cut 
the toll from’ bovine tuberculosis, 
scarlet fever, septic sore throat, 
typhoid fever, paratyphoid and dysen 
tery—all milk-borne diseases, 

The example set by, Ponoka and 
some other towns and cities is com- 
mendable and encouraging, but the 
problem of eliminating milk-borne 
diseases throughout Canada can be 
solved only through enactment by 
the various provincial legislatures of 
compulsory pasteurization legisla- 
tion which covers all municipalities 
and other districts, Only then will 
the Dominion be assured of a milk 
supply which is 100 per cent safe, 
Ontario at present is the only pro- 


vince with compulsory pasteuriza- 


tion legislation in force.
